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Attachment to Advisory Action: 
Response to Applicant's arguments: 

The applicant argued that Figure 2 and the description of Figure 2 in paragraphs 29-32 
clearly shows that the tape 19 is rotated over pulleys along the arm 20. One of the pulleys at one 
end of arm 20 is shown in Figure 2 while the second pulley is not shown as it is covered by the 
arm. 

This argument is not persuasive because the applicant has not shown wherein the 
specification the description of the figure describes "the tape 19 is rotated over pulleys along the 
arm 20. One of the pulleys at one end of arm 20 is shown in Figure 2 while the second pulley is 
not shown as it is covered by the arm". Describing the Figure in the arguments does not full fill 
the requirement of the 35 U.S.C, first paragraph. 

The applicant argued that in the context of Figure 2, applicant have clearly explained how 
the device rotates the burnishing object. 

The specification does not provide any explanation of "a device that rotates the 
burnishing object". Therefore, claim 1 is still indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The applicant argued that burnishing object of Tateyama et al cannot translate along the 
Y direction. 

This argument is not persuasive because this limitation that "the burnishing object 
translate along the Y direction" is not included in the claim. Therefore, Tateyama et al still read 
on the claimed device. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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The applicant argued that the substrate cleaning device of Tateyama et al require the 
burnishing object must rotate along the shaft 44 extending in the Y direction and swing in the 
direction . Both these requirements can only be met by using a circular brush such as that 
Tateyama et al; neither a pad nor a tap could rotate along the shaft 44 of Tateyama. 

This argument is not persuasive because the claims do not specify the dimensions and 
shape of the tap or the pad. One of ordinary skill in the art could rap around the shaft with a tap 
or a pad instead of a brush. 

Applicant's arguments filed July 21, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not
